Tho use of intoxicating ih-ink nnd of to- 


bacco is strictly forbidden ; so is playing at 
chess, wearing whiskers, and a groat many 
other things. 
Tho punishments to which 


tho cadets are liable lire prevention of re- 
cretnion, extra hours of duty, reprimands, 
arrests, confinements in light prison, con- 
finement to dark prison, dismission with 
the privilege of resigning, and public dis- 
mission. 


Through tho months of July and August 


tho cadets are eiiCHinped. and during tho 
iincHmpinent the instruction is exclusively 
uiilitary. 


The only furlough idlo\vod to cadets is 


two mouths when they are in tho third clnss. 


The piiy of the cadet is twenty four dol- 


lars per month, and his board costs liiiil ten 
oflhi's. 
From the balance ho is required ttf 


dross and defray his other expenses, uiul is' 
prohibited from contracting debts without. 


As tho reward for his labor, and depriva- 


tion, tho cadet acquires an excellent edu- 
cation—in mathematics a better, probably, 
that he can get tit any other institution in 
tho country. 
Tho inrinieg of both body nnd 


mind is very complete. 


KAVJD OJaowTii.—Every six years, by law, 


there is are-valuation of tho rea-l estate of 
Ohio for luxation.

1847, when tho entire taxable, property of 
tho State, lit cash values, amounted to about 
$475,000,000.

for tho new valuation are nearly complete, 
nnd the Auditor of State estimates that they 
will not vary but slightly from $SOO;000,00(>;

"We deny them the respectable name of 
Democrats. 


The scenes enacted in this and other cities of 


the State, are a disgrace to a civilized people.— 
Whisky and Beer seemed to have undisputed 
possession at most of the polls in this city and 
town, and disorder and outrage were of frequent 
occurrence. At the second ward in this city the 
anti-Maine Law men got possession, and it was 
with the utmost difficulty that a Maine Law man 
could deposit his vote. Several fights occurred, 
and some sore heads were made in the different 
melees. 


These bacchanalian scenes were so disgusting 


to many of our citizens that they would not vote 
at all, and many who otherwise would have vo- 
ted against the Law, voted in favor of it, being 
convinced that the only way of putting a stop 
to such scenes was the entire prohibition of the 
sale of ardent spirits. 


Amidst the excitement of their beastly orgies 


they determined on introducing us into the.scene. 
They had procured the painting of a bacchana- 
lian figure, holding a jug in one hand, and per- 
sonating the last »-tage of inebriation. Over this 
they had also painted our name in conspicuous 
characters, so as to be seen some distance down 
the street. This they hoisted as a banner in a 
wagon, and preceded by a band of music, they 
marched the length of Main Street, crossing the 
bridge to tlxc liberty pole, and then returning to 
the bridge. As they passed our office, they 
stopped and serenaded us, arid called on us to 
appear. The intention was to outrage our feel- 
ings arid that of our family, a portion of whom 
they knew we employed in our establishment. 
However indignant were our own feelings at the 
insult, they were exceeded by those of every re- 
spectable man who witnessed the disgraceful 
scene. Several of our friends urged us to resent 
the insult, but-having seen such scenes enacted 
before, and knowing that they always worked 
an injury to their perpetrators, we preferred al- 
lowing the mob to work out their own ends.— 
This they goon did, as, after reaching the bridge, 
they were told the effect which the outrage was 
producing, and they deposited their banner in 
Fisher's Block, where it was displayed. 


As we expected, the effect was to disgust ev- 


ery sober man in the community, and the affair 
was productive of a large number of votes for 
the Maine Law, which otherwise would have 
been thrown against it. Thus was the effort, 
madeby this drunken crew,and their aiders and 
abetters, completely foiled. In their endeavors 
to hold us up to public ridicule, they burnt their 
own fingers, and we have reason to know that 
the principal getter-up of the affair, himself, lost 
several votes.

It is entitled "An Act con 
cerning a writ of attachment," und provide 
for proceeding Hgainst the real nnd persona 
estate of a foreign corporation, which hn 
ceased to exist or act as a body corporate 
and the sections of the act provides for th 
manner of serving the writ, and summoning 
the corporation (eonomine) by lenving a cop 
of^the writ with any person holding, mau 
aging or controlling the property subject ti 
the writ, nrid then proceeds as follows :—

War Uncertain. 


The sti'iuner BALTIC, with Liverpool dntes 


to the 3d inst., tirrivcd nt Now York yester- 
dny noon, with 174 pnssongers. The price 
of English and French Funds had material- 
ly^ advanced, in consequence of news from 
Vienna that nn Armistice had been conclu- 
ded between Turkey and Ruasin, that a sat- 
isfactory Diplomatic note from the Three 
Powers was on its wiiy to Constantinople, 
and that tho supposed Armistice was to nl- 
low time for its acceptance. However, it 
subsequently was rumored that tho Armis- 
tice was a conditional one to Omar Pacha, 
not to commence hostilities till the first of 
November, if they had not began. This de- 
pressed the Stock market and it was further 
depressed by u telegraphic statement, appar- 
ently authentic, that tbe Turks hud crossed 
the Danube and entered Pruth nnd occu- 
pied Galafort with the intention w attuck the 
Russians in open field. 


The Turkish cavalry nnd infantry croised 


the Danube on the 27th, and took possession 
of Galafort. The Russians were cruising 
around Giilafort and a collision was expected 
next dtiy. Another despatch snys that 20,- 
000 Turks crossed the Danube near Win- 
derchen, '>u the 28th, without collision. Tho 
Russians had retired.
